| people are not dolng much at the presnt
| time In the way of buying or improving real
eatate. It moy be due partly to the number of
small loang mado last summer by people who
boecame susplelons and took their money put
of the banks,

The accumulation of money In the savings
banks by pecple who have nob been acous-
tomed Lo practice sirlet economy, while It
means a temporary loss for the retull trade,
usually redounds to the best (nterests of
the ¢ity In the end.  People who find them-
polves powsenscd of o few hundred dollars of
fdle money dre very apt to put it into real

} eatate and build for themsolves n home, thus

b adding to the permanent wealth of the eity.

L YA trig" through the state of Nebraska
will“convinee the most skeptical that the
business outlobk for this part of the country
s brighter at present than at any tlme for
the last nine months, Farmers are buny, and
the soll ls in the best possible condition
Country morchanis are not dolng very much
for this reason. bt are confident that every-
thing s getting Into excellent shape for a
large (1l trade. Merchants now generally
sunceds a slight improvemont in trade, and
thure Is lMitle doubt that the tide ha
turnsd, While the labor troubles and Com-
monweal agitation are freely discussed, they
Beom to have little effect on business In
Lbe small towns.
“At Omaba and Lincoln jobbers in most

Hnes seem reagonably well satisfled with the
business of the week, Grocers state (hat
trade In falr and shows signae of improve-
ment, and dry goods and boots and shoe
mren volow the same sentimient, The dry
goods business for the month just ciosed
wan matinfactory to a degree, showing a
tatorial  Inoreame over the corresponding
month of last year. It soome that businesa
In thin lne 18 kesplng np remackably wall,
fand, although the frst four months of the
year show . amaller amount of business
thiun for the same porlod of 1862, the trade
has cerfainly oxceaded oxpectations, The
total amount of males Is smaller, but the
number of orders v Inrger. A feature of the
bitslness at Omahn (8 the large number of
new  cudtamors that Jobbers have placed
an thelr baoks this seastn,  With a revival
of trade this will materially Incredse the

businesn at thin point, One  house
nlone reports 200 new anctounts
o 1 within the Innt fow
months. Most of these econoerns  have

anly placed small orders thuw far, but with
the restimption of buniness, the mere In.
ereaxs of thelr orders will swall the volume
aof 1rade to a considerable extent. In hard-
ware and furniture thers i Hitle change,
and bitniness 1s only falr. Collectione are
few and generally small. Banks are mak-
Ing few loanh And there s Nitle apparent
Inclination o borrow. Merohdnts generally
soem matiafled with a falr business, a geadunl
Improvement and the hope of a good fall
tralte. This, in facr, Ix nll that could be
ronsonebly  expentad. The tarl® question
will probably be dispossd of some time In
Juno, and there Is every Indieation that the
Intior troubles In the enst will soon be
settlogd,

“In summing np the situation, it s safe
to say that the general eonditton of affalre
ta better than It has been, the tone s
firmer and more hopeful, and prospoects good,
but while this s In the maln troe, there In
still much cauvse for unrest. With every
Indication palpting to a settlement of the
Inhar sirlkes, the same are ns yeol on and
thousands of moen out of work, the tariff is
still hanging fire and the Coxey movement
stirrlng up bande of unvmployed throughout
the country.

"These are the main factora of disturb-
ance in the present state of trade, and It 1s
to be hoped that their speedy settlemont
will remove the last impedimenta to o rapid
revival of business througlout the country.”

VERDICT ABOUT ODD LEGS,

Adury Declines te Mako n RBallrona Pay for
n Limb Shortenod In p Smashup,

Export testimony frequently brings out un-
expected fnots, In a sult f(or damages
ngninst a4 rallroad, trled In Binghamton, says
the New York Sun, the plaintiff, whose right
leg was Injured In n smash-up, put forth
the elalm that on his recovery the injured
leg was shorter than It really ought to be,
on aceount of which he demanded extra
dlamages, His physicians testified to the
truth of ihis, and two pairs of trousers,
made for the plaintifft after the aceldent,
were exhibited, In each of which the right
leg was longer than the left, In reply conn-
nel for the defense set forth that the polnt
shoulil not be considered for three reasons:

1. That It was a comumon thing for men
to have legs of unequal length.

That they suffered no Inconvenience
ll‘lﬁl’l‘h.\'.

1. That previous to the accldent the plain-
tifM's legs had not been mates,

To prove the first and secund polnts, phy-
slelans from the Binghamion state hospital
wore ohlled as experts, and they teatified
that In the measurement of patients they
froquently found s difference in the length
of the legs, and that unless such discrep-
ancy was very considerable, the men are not
Inconvenienced In any respect and freguently
wera. ynaware of such discrepnny, One of
the doctors being asked if he could think of
any elroumstances under which o slight dif-
ference In the length of 4 man's legs would
result in trouble for the owner, replied after
daep thought:

“If a man with lega of unequal length
were lost on the open prairle or in any other
large spiuce with no landmarks to go by, the
longer log would outwalk the ehorter and the
man would travel In a etrenlar direction.
Huch cases have been reportml, That is the
only supposition that oceurs to me,"”

Finully, as proof of the last point, the de
fonse called the plaintifi's tailor, who pro-
dueed old moeasuroments for the plaintiff's
trouters, takon before the accident, all of
which showed to the evident surprise of the
plaintif that his right leg had plways been
a fruction of an Inch longer than his lert,
The jury, not belleving the likelihood of the
plaintiff’s getting lost on & prairie as worthy
of conslderation, declined to take Into ae-
count this cruel Inequality, and gave a vor-
diet for damages covering only the time lost
during the healing of the injured member.
